“Royal Progress.” He is due to 
make more than 50 stops and is

The area 
swarmed with investigators who 
warned post-midnight celebra- 
tors aw'ay. 


‘‘This is a murder scene so 
keep away,” said one officer. 
"This is obviously connected 
with the ceremony in some 
way.” 


Authorities said the soldier 
had been sitting with a girl in a 
military truck when a Molotov 
cocktail was thrown under the 
vehicle. He died instantly in the 
explosion but the girl was re­ 
ported to have escaped serious 
injury. 


Earlier Tuesday, before the 
investiture, a bomb went off in 
a vacant lot outside Caernarvon 
at the very moment Prince 
Charles mounted his state car­ 
riage 
for

through cheering crowds to the 
ceremony. 


A bomb hoax also had delayed 
the Royal Family’s train ride to 
Wales, and two men believed to 
be Welsh extremists were killed 
by a bomb blast 200 yards from 
the railroad tracks before the 
train arrived. 


Although the young prince's 
personal popularity was never 
in doubt, there were Welshmen 
still convinced that the invests 
ture had done nothing to banish 
centuries-old suspicion of Eng­ 
land.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Army is putting its hopes on the 
new “Burger court” to ease the 
impact of a landmark Supreme 
Court decision barring the mili­ 
tary from trying servicemen 
charged 
with 
nonservice-con­ 
nected crimes. 


Unless the high court's July 2 
decision is clairified or reversed, 
Army legal officials predict that 
as many as 450,000 court mar­ 
tial convictions could be thrown 
out. 


The court headed by now-re­ 
tired Chief Justice Earl Warren 
ruled 5-3 that servicemen may 
be tried in military courts only 
if their offenses wetre “service 
connected.” Warren voted with 
the majority. 


The case involved Army Sgt. 
James F. O’Callahan who was 
sentenced to 10 years in a mili­ 
tary prison after a court martial 
convicted 
him 
of 
attempted 
rape in Hawaii. 


Advised by his legal aides, 
Secretary of Defense Melvin R. 
Laird originally wrote the Jus­ 
tice Department suggesting the 
Supreme Court be asked for a 
rehearing. Laird contended the 
decision “overturns almost 200 
years of practice and law.” 


After considerable 
consulta­ 
tion between U.S. Solicitor Gen. 
Erwin N. Griswold awd Maj. 
Gen. Kenneth J. Hodson, the 
Army’s judge advocate general, 
it was decided not to go through 
with the petition for rehearing, 
sources said. 


The main reasons were that 
very few such petitions are 
granted and because the case 
could not be heard again, in any 
event, until the Supreme Court’s 
October session. 


Instead, the Army and Justice 
Department legal strategists de­ 
cided to bank their hopes on oth­ 
er cases now moving toward the 
Supreme Court. 


An important consideration in 
this strategy, at was said, was 
the two new faces on the Su­ 
preme Court when its tell term 
begins — the new chief justice, 
Warren E. Burger, and the re­ 
placement for Justice Abe For- 
tas, who has resigned. 


The Army hopes the two new 
members will be enough to 
change the court’s position on 
similar new cases or at least 
rule that the O’Callahan deci­ 
sion is not retroactive. 


In handing down its June 2 de­ 
cision, the Supreme Court was 
silent on the issue whether its 
impact was retroactive. 


The Army

time that the opinion "is retro­ 
active for 180 years unless the 
court later on changes it ” 


It is this point which Army 
lawyer« feel strongly is most in i 
need of clarification to avoid the 
wholesale reversal of military 
courts martial convictions.

Sex Education 


T h e State I^g'islature recently pas.sed a 
resolution asking that local school districts halt 
sex education courses until the State Board of 
'.Education sets up “guidelines” for insti-uction. 


Tliose “sidelines’" will be discussed at a 
meetingr of the State Board of Education Tues­ 
day, July 8, in Lansing and at the meeting James 
F. O’Neil of Livonia, treasurer of the Board of 
Education, will submit his proposals. 


O’Neil, an outspoken critic of sex education 
in public schools, recently attacked a Department 
of Education bibliography of sex materials and 
also charged that Ira Polley, superintendent of 
public instruction, made unauthorized I'eleases 
oif “questionable” sex education materials for 
school children. 
i’ 
He said he has since received hundreds of 
letters, telegrams and calls from concerned par­ 
ents regarding inadequate emphasis on morals 
^and parental involvement, premature exposure 
*of children to sex and the uses of “questionable” 
.matcrialB in the classroom. 


The ‘^guidelines*’ O’Neil propose leave little 
doubt about his position. The Livonia board 
^member opposes sex education in the schools 
j>eriod. 


Although he concedes that public schools 
along with the church have a supporting role, 
O’Neil says “the primary responsibility for sex 
education is with the parents.*' 
‘ 
He further suggests that “sex education 
;should be developed in the school district in coop- 
seration with parents and should begin only after 
!the parents have indicated their understanding 
I and acceptance . . . all materials to be used in 
;sex education should be entirely voluntary and 
[offered at times when parents can attend with 
»their youngsters in sexually segregated groups 
I . . iex education should begin at the advent 
of puberty which frequently starts during the 
^sixth grade . . . in sex education not all ques­ 
tions from youth need be answered and par^cu- 
llarly in a group setting . . . prior parental per- 
imission should be given before a student attends 
;a sex education program.” 


O’Neir» puritanical “guidelines” would so 
hamstring public educators that it would be im- 
Ipossible to teach any foi-m of sex education.

Besides the practical impossibility of “clear­ 
ing” all material to be used with pai*ents in the 
»school district, it should be pointed out that the 
lieystone of education is inquiry and it is literal­ 
ly fantastic that a member of the State Board 
jpf Education can even suggest that “not all 
;questions'* need be answered. 
: 
Sex education in public schools was not a 
!part of the 3 R’s. It got there because of the 
failure of parents to provide the type of instruc­ 
tion needed and the very theorj^ behind sex edu­ 
cation courses is to take the subject out of the 
kutter where some members of society have put 
St through their own failures.

By advocating state restrictions on what 
<ean hi taught, what materials can be used, who 
can attend and under what conditions: O’Neil is 
!*ugf«8ting continuation of the “behind the barn” 
lapproach w'hich, judging from the number of 
teenage pregnancies and the incidence of venereal 
disease, has failed.

Starvation Could Be 
A Myth' Everywhere 


Common sense, a commodity lacking at times 
In the Defense Department, prevailed in a re­ 
cent decision by a Pentagon appeal board to deny 
security clearance to a former Communist. 


Earlier a department trial examiner held that 
Newel! Johnson, who has ailmitted he belonged 
to the Communist Party for 17 years, could have 
access to classified documents. The appeal l>oard 
roted that Johnson had associated with a Red 
front group after his open break with the party 
and that he had been unco-operative vith FBI 
agents who attempted to question him about his 
former comrades. 


Wliether the board’s decision on Johnson 
will hold up in court is debatable since the Su­ 
preme C6urt, in another case, ruled that Euifene 
Robel could not be denied a security clearance 
to work in a defense plant even tlioujrh he be­ 
longed 
to a Communist-action orffanization. 
Congress explicitly had prohibited employment 
under that circumstance. 


Chief Justice Earl Warren’s reasoning in 
the Robel case approached a n d prol)al)l.\' even 
passed beyond the hounds of the absurd. War­ 
ren held that Robel might not necessaiily agree 
with the activities of the Communist Party, and. 
further, he miffht not have kno\\Ti of the illepral 
objective, which is, as every school child should 
know, to overthiow the fovernment of the Unit­ 
ed States by foice,

way of occurring in the totali­ 
tarian countries. 


Several years ago the Rus- 
»ians were plagued with grain 
shortages; they saved them­ 
selves by mobilizing Soviet gold 
to pay for capitalistic v.-heat. 
Then nature let them off the 
hook befoi-e they had been 
forced to confront the truth 
that their collective farm sys­ 
tem did not encourage good seed 
geneftics or even provide for the 
spare parts needed to keep 
tractors going. 


This past winter, however, 
nature has again turned against 
the Soviet agricultural plan­ 
ners; the reports from Moscow 
indicate a 25 percent loss in the 
winter wheat crop, and a poor 
beginning 
in 
compensatory 
spring plantings. Even with a 
relatively good crop last year 
the Soviets did not have enough 
reserves to provide Nasser’s 
Egypt with the promised grain 
supply, which would seem to 
indicate that the Russian gran­ 
aries have be«i far from over­ 
flowing. 


While 
the 
Russians 
are 
iicratching for food grains and 
animal fodder, the free Japan­ 
ese plant breeders have pro- 
puoed a semi-dwarf wheat call­ 
ed Norin 10 that combines short 
stems with big kernels. Crossed 
in America with a soft white 
wheat called Brevor, the Norin 
types have come through with 
tremendously high yields. 


According to the Farm Jour­ 
nal, this proves that you don’t 
need long stems to ‘‘manufac­ 
ture” food for the wheat plant. 
The free economies of the world 
are now gening the benefit of 
the Japanese experiments with 
wheat plant dwarfing genes.

Other things are on the food 
scientist’s agenda for a future 
that could be hunied up if the 
predictions of w’orld starvation 
really threaten to become true. 


The scientists know how to 
make on edible protein from oil; 
they claim they can put such a 
protein into either pill or wafer 
form, giving the customer a 
choice in taste that varies from 
roast beef to chocolate. The 
only problem in turning oil or 
soybean or fishnaeal products 
into something that gourmets 
might like is that of crvercom- 
ing what the scientists call the 
“organoleptic factor." Translat­ 
ed into plain English, the prc^- 
lem is one of giving the new 
foods the i^nsation of being 


something that is chew-able. 


The space program has al­ 
ready pushed along the develop­ 
ment of “cheu-able” synthetics. 
The moonshot astronauts will 
be consuming something called 
space sticks, which taste like a 
Totsie roll. The advantage of 
the space stick is that it com­ 
bines a chewable quality with 
being extremely light in weight. 


The ingenuity of the scien­ 
tists can even compensate for 
the loss of the best soils to the 
residential builder. The San 
Jose regicm of Colifornia is 
famous for the quality of its 
fruits, but the land there is be­ 
coming too v'aluable for agricul­ 
ture. So the scientist steps in to 
provide a plant food that pro- 
dues ev^en better fruits on in­ 
ferior land whidi the real es­ 
tate revelof>er has not taken 
over. 


Starvation? It could be a 
m>-th ever>’where if only the 
politician would get off the ag­ 
ricultural producer’s back.

Opening lead—four of clubs. 
The suit-preference conven­ 
tion does not come up often, 
but, w'hen it does, it can be used 
with devastating effect. 


Take this deal where South 
was in five diamonds. He did 
well to stay out of a slam, con­ 
sidering that his partner had 
opened the bidding and raised 
diamonds immediately, but the 
Blackwood 
response 
of five 
diamonds, showing 
only 
on# 
ace, cooled South’s aspirations. 


West led his singleton club. 
East had no trouble diagnosing 
this as a singleton, not only be­ 
cause West had led dummy’s 
suit, but because the four was 
the lowest club and West w'ou.d 
not have led it with, say, the 
7-4. 


When declarer 
played 
the 
queen from dummy. East fol- 
lewed suit with the jack. This 
was a signal deàgned to show 
that East had the ace of spades 
as an entry card. 


Accordingly, 
when declarer 
led a diamond from dummy, 
West took the ace and returned 
a spade. East won, led back a 
club, and South went down one. 


Note that without the suit- 
preference 
convention 
We.'rt 
would have 
had 
a 
difficult 
guess whether to lead a spade 
or a heart at trick three. With a 
heai't return South wouid make 
the contract. 
The convention is easy enougli 
to use. Whene%^er a ruff is im­ 
minent, the play of an unneces­ 
sarily high card is a àgnal in­ 
dicating an entry in the higher- 
ranking of the two side suits. 
(There are only two suits to 
consider, 
since obviously the 
trump suit and the suit about 
to be ruffed do not count. ) 


In Üie same way, the play of 
a low card indicates an entrj' in 
the lower-ranking suit. Thus, in 
the present case, if East had 
held the ace of hearts instead 
of the ace of spades, his proper 
play at trick one w’ould be tlie 
deuce of clubs 
to guide his 
partner to a heai*t return.

Household Goods 
Exempt From Tax 
In Senate Bill 


LANSING (AP) — You won’t 
have to opMi your mouth—and 
expose any gold teeth—to a tax 
appraiser if the Senate api»-oves 
a bill awaiting final considera­ 
tion today. 


The measure, already passed 
]n the House, would exempt all 
family 
and 
household 
goods 
owned and used at a homestead 
—except those producing income 
—from personal property tax 
provisions. Currently household 
gcwDds up to $5,000 are exempted. 


Sen. Harry DeMaso, R-Battlo 
Creek, told c*olleagues the cur­ 
rent law led to a recent ruling 
by 
Oakl'and 
Coimty 
Circuit 
Judge William Beer. 


DeMaso said Beer ruled that 
all goods oveir S5,000—“even 
teeth if they had gold in them” 
—had to be appraised beeauso 
they A'ere subject to the proper­ 
ty tax. 


Government Seeks 
End To Bakery 
Price Fixing Suit 


WASHINGTON (AP> - The 
government moved Monday to 
complete 
an 
antitrust settle­ 
ment which would ban 13 Mich­ 
igan baking companies from en­ 
gaging in what the government 
called a conspiracy to fix pric­ 
es 
bread, buns and rolls. 


Atty. Gen. John N. Mitchell 
said a pro{»sed consent judg­ 
ment, 
filed in U.S. 
District 
Court in Grand Rapids, would 
forbid four bakeries from taking 
part in the alleged conspiracy. 


The settlement is designed to 
become final in 30 days, Mitch­ 
ell said. 


The decree stems from a civ­ 
il antitrust complaint brought 
in December 1967 charging the 
companies in a 
trade group 
with violating the Siierman Anti­ 
trust Act. 


They were accused of conspir­ 
ing to raise, fix. maintain and 
stabilize prices, terms and con­ 
ditions of the sale of baked 
foods throu^out Michigan.

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Sex Education 


T h e State Legislature recently passed a 
resolution asking th a t local school districts halt 
sex education courses until the State Board of 
Education set* up “guidelines” for instruction. 
Those “guidelines” will be discussed at a 
m eeting of the State Board of Education Tues­ 
day, July 8, in I^an^ing and at the meeting Jam es 
Y O’Neil of Livonia, treasurer of the Board of 
Education, will submit his proposals. 
O’Neil, an outspoken critic of sex education 
in public schools, recently attacked a Departm ent 
of Education bibliography of sex m aterials and 
also charged th at Ira Policy, superintendent of 
public instruction, made unauthorized releases 
of “questionable” sex education m aterials for 
school children. 
He said he has since received hundreds of 
letters, telegram s and calls from concerned par­ 
ents regarding inadequate emphasis on morals 
and parental involvement, prem ature exposure 
of children to sex and the uses of “questionable” 
materials in the classroom. 


The “guidelines” O’Neil proposes leave little 
doubt about his position. The Livonia board 
member opposes .sex education in the schools 
period. 
Although he concedes th at public schools 
along with the church have a supporting role, 
O’Neil says “the prim ary responsibility for sex 
education is with the parents.” 
He fu rth er suggests th a t “sex education 
; should be developed in the school district in coop­ 
eration with parents and should begin only after 
the parents have indicated their understanding 
and acceptance . . . all m aterials to be used in 
sex education should be entirely voluntary and 
offered at times when parents can attend with 
♦their youngsters in sexually negregated groups 
. . . sex education should begin at the advent 
of pubertv which frequently starts during the 
sixth grade . . . in sex education not all ques­ 
tions from youth need be answered and particu­ 
larly in a group setting . . . prior parental per­ 
mission should be given before a student attends 
a sex education program .” 


O'Neil’s puritanical “guideline*” would so 
ham string public educator* th at it would be im­ 
possible to teach any form of sex education. 
Besides the practical impossibility of “clear­ 
ing” all m aterial to be used with parents in the 
school district, it should l>e pointed out th a t the 
"keystone of education is inquiry and it is literal­ 
ly fantastic th a t a member of the State Board 
of Education can even suggest th a t “not all 
questions” need be answered. 
Sex education in public schools was not a 
p art of the 8 R ’s. It got there because of the 
failure of parents to provide the type of instruc­ 
tion needed and the very th eon- behind sex edu­ 
cation courses is to take the subject out of the 
gutter where some members of society have put 
‘it; through their own failures. 
By advocating state restrictions on w hat 
can be taught, w hat m aterials can be used, who 
can attend and under what conditions: O’Neil is 
suggesting continuation of the “behind the barn” 
approach which, judging from the num ber of 
teenage pregnancies and the incidence of venereal 
disease, has failed. 
It has been shown th at few parents have 
either the knowledge or the courage to tell their 
children and it’s time th at someone stood up 
to the fact th a t the stork didn’t bring baby 
brother. 
The legislature was on the light track last 
year when it passed a law m andating more spe­ 
cific courses than the peripheral information 
passed on through health, physical education 
and sociology instruction. 
Now is not the tim e to retreat 
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Starvation Could Be 
A 'Myth' Everywhere 


Common Sense 
Common sense, a commodity lacking at times 
In the Defense Departm ent, prevailed in a re­ 
cent decision by a Pentagon appeal board to deny 
security clearance to a form er Communist. 
F.arlier a departm ent trial examiner held th at 
Newell Johnson, who has adm itted he belonged 
to the Comm unist Party for 17 years, could have 
access to classified documents. Tile apneal heal’d 
poted th at Johnson had associated with a Red 
front group a fte r his open break with the party 
and th a t he had been unco-operative with FBI 
agents who attem pted to question him about his 
form er comrades. 
W hether the board’s decision on Johnson 
will hold up in court is debatable since the Su­ 
prem e Court, in another case, ruled that Eugene 
Robel could not l>e denied a security clearance 
to work in a defense plant even though he be­ 
longed 
to 
a 
Communist-actiun 
organization. 
Congress explicitly had prohibited employment 
under th a t circum stance. 
Chief Justice Earl W arren’s reasoning in 
the Robel ca ;e approached a n d probably even 
passed beyond the hounds of the absurd. W ar­ 
ren held th a t Robel m ight not necessarily agree 
with the activities of the Communist P arty, and, 
further, he m ight not have known of the illegal 
objective, which is. as every school child should 
know-, to overthrow' the governm ent of the U nit­ 
ed States by force. 
Justice Michael M usmanno of the Pennsyl­ 
vania Supreme Court, noted dryly at the tim e 
of the Rol>e! decision in 1967 th a t “either Robel 
w’a* a moron or our w'hole educational system 
has broken down” if Robel didn’t know. 
Americans who are worried about security 
and loyalty risks can Im* only relieved th a t W ar­ 
ren has retired from the court As Musmanno 
put it: “ According to Chief Justice W arren’s 
orung (in the I to bel case) . . . a member of 
* f ommunist-action group cannot be kept off an 
Au #*rican ship unless he openly brandishes the 
auger with which he intends to sink the ship.” 
Hup. fully, a non-W arren court will swing away 
from t at kind of absurdity. The nation’^ secur­ 
ity 
pends, in part, on a return to common sense 
on th* highest court in the country.

This past winter, however, 
nature has again turned against 
the Soviet agricultural plan­ 
ners; the reports from Moscow 
indicate a 25 percent loss in the 
winter wheat crop, and a poor 
beginning 
in 
compensatory 
spring plantings. Even with a 
relatively good crop last year 
the Soviets did not have enough 
reserves 
to provide 
Nasser’s 
Egypt with the promised gram 
supply, which would seem to 
indicate that the Russian gran­ 
aries have been far from over­ 
flowing.

an.mal fodder, the free Japan­ 
ese plant breeders have pro- 
puoed a semi-dwarf wheat call­ 
ed Norm IO that combine- short 
stems with big kernels. Crossed 
in America with a soft white 
wheat called Brevor, the Norin 
types have come through with 
tremendously high yields. 
According to the Farm Jour­ 
nal, this proves that you don’t 
need long stems to “manufac­ 
ture” food for the wheat plant. 
The free economies of the world 
are now getting the benefit of 
the Japanese experiments with 
wheat plant dwarfing genes.

tor” football tea rn. 
This is not a dietetic drink, 
though it contains only half the 
calories of the ordinary non- 
datetic soli drink; its 
great 
value is that it can be consum­ 
ed literally by the gallon during 
games by competitive athletes 
without making them water­ 
logged. It passes directly and 
immediately 
into the 
.system 
from the stomach, enabling a 
football blocking back or a Da­ 
vis Cup tennis player to avoid 


debilitating dehydration with­ 
out affecting the quality of in­ 
dividual play. For serious busi­ 
ne'-. such as keeping a soldier 
going in the hot, humid tropics, 
the value of such a drink should 
prove inestimable.

Other things are on the food 
scientist's agenda for a future 
that could be hurried up if the 
predictions of world starvation 
ready threaten to become true. 
The scientists know how to 
make on edible protein from oil; 
thee claim they can put such a 
protein into either pill or wafer 
form, giving the customer a 
choice in taste that varies from 
roast beef to chocolate. The 
only problem in turning oil or 
soybean or fishmeal products 
into something that gourmets 
might like is that of overcom­ 
ing what the scientists call the 
“organoleptic factor.” Translat­ 
ed into plain English, the prob­ 
lem is one of giving the new 
foods the sensation of being 


something that is chewable. 
The space program has al­ 
ready pushed along the develop­ 
ment of “chewable” synthetics. 
The moonshot astronauts will 
be consuming something called 
aplace sticks, which taste like a 
Tot'ie roll. The advantage of 
the space stick is that it com­ 
bines a chewable quality with 
being extremely l.ght in weight.

WYANDOTTE (AP>—-I won’t 
get ready to be blind." says 
Ann 
Marston. 
the 
blue-eyed 
blonde who 10 years ago par­ 
layed a world archery cliam- 
pionship into a Miss Michigan 
title. 


“T will not accept the fact 
that I'm blind.” 


For thi-ee months now. tlie 
30-year-old beauty contest win­ 
ner has made the roinids of 
doctors hoping to find some 
way out of the partial blindness 
that ended her show business 
career. 


Six doctors told her tlierc was 
no hope. "But seven is lucky, 
and tile seventh doctor — a 
chiropractor—told me he can 
help me,” she said as she sat 
in the darkened living I’oom oi 
the bungalow she shares with 
her adoring mother and fatlier, 
her poodle, CharUe Brov.n. and 
some guppies of which she’s 
very proud. 


Headache 
About 
a 
year 
ago 
Ann 
returned home from one of her 
many road tours tired and with 
a nagging headache. The doctor 
she 
consulted diagnosed 
the 
trouble as “hemorrhaging be­ 
hind the ^ e s,” she said, but he 
gave no indicatioa it was ser­ 
ious. 


Then last spring, shortly after 
she appeared on the nationally 
televised 
“Tnith 
or 
Conse­ 
quences” fhcnv. her mother re­ 
calls: 


“Ann drove downtown on 
a 
Satui’day. 
She couldn’t 
drive 
home. She called and asked tiiat 
her daddy come pick her up. 
She said it had

Like A Screen 
“It’s like a screen over my 
eyes.”

At first glance, there's no hint 
of Ann's troubled sight and this 
has caused problems. 


“People think I’m snubbing

"Most i>eople don’t know 
about me—about my eyes, that 
is.’

Ann is an only child, and she 
and her jxirents have Uved in 
the downriver Detroit ai*ea since 
their arrival from England in 
1949. She won her first trophy 
at the age of 10 
months—an 
award for the “most fit "baby.* 


It stands on a shelf in her 
basement 
recreation 
room, 
along with the ti'ophies she won 
as world’s champion archer and 
as Miss Michigan. 


Until tw'o years 
ago, her 
parents travel^ with her wiien- 
ever she toured—driving up to 
27,000 miles one summer and 
most yeai’s spending 10 months 
on the road.
